Fifty-three years ago the following obitu- 
ary notice of President Johnson's father 
(January 10, lbl2j appeared in the Raleigh 
(N. C.) Star: 

I>ied in this <-ity, on S iturday last, Ja<- <b 
Johnson, who had for many year* oeciijiiid 
an humble but useful station in society. He 
was city constable, sexton, and porter to the 
Mate bank. In his last illness he was vis- 
ited by the principal inhabitants of the city, 
by all of whom he was esteemed for his 
honesty, sobriety, industry, and humane, 
friendly disposition. Among all to whom 
he was known and esteemed, none lament 
him more (except, perhaps, his relatives) 
than the publisher of this paper, for he 
owes his life, on a particular occasion, to 
the boldness and humanity of Johnson. 

The North Carolina Standard thus ex- 
plains the concluding lines in the above 
obituary notice : 

Tboinas Henderson was upset in a I 
and was so near being drowned that lilt- 
was nearly extinct whe j he was recovered. 
Jacob Johnson was on tbe bank, safe and 
secure. Rut he saw his friend drowning 
Lx-lore his face. Thcughtleea of life, he 
plunged in at the hazard of his own life. 
He did dually succeed in saving his friend, 
but both were nearly exhausted when they 
tin- shore. Tiie MHteuient in regard 
i Johnson being "esteemed f »r his 
honesty, sobriety, industry, and humane, 
friendlv disposition,' ' is concurred in by tbe 
old inhabitants now living in this Viiv. 
The grateful and generous tribute to his 
worth and coodneas of heart is more to be 
1 and esteemed than "storied urn or 
bust.*' As such President John- 
?»ny »m reuard it, and no doubt he doe*, 
t pe<-i>' : ar trait, so marked in the father 
—of devotion and attachment to a proved 
lrieud— the son seems to have inherited in 
an eminent degree. Those who have known 
him well and known him long concur in 
the statement that where his friendship and 
confidence are once secure, he allows no 
exiraueous influences, no party violence, 
no whisperings of enmity, no reverses of 
to alienate his feelings. 
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Prof. Ruggles, of Dartmouth College, had 
:< very narrow escape at Niagara Falls on 
Friday evening. While v alking on Goat 
Island with a party of ladies, one of them 
dropped her parasol, which slid some fif- 
teen or twenty feet down the bank of the 
river. Mr. Ruggles w°nt down and picked 
it up, but on attempting to return, the bank 
being steep, and the ground hard, lost his 
footing and fell down to the very brink o! 
the precipice, which at this point is eight v 
or ninety leet high. Here he caught hold 
of the roots of an upturned tree, the trunk 
<>: which hangs over tbe abyss. The sho< k 
caused the tree to shake violently, and it 
appeared on the point of falling over the 
precipice. The ladies shrieked for help, 
but no assistance was at hand. A move- 
ment on the part of Mr. Ruggles, or a gust 
of wind, seemed sufficient to cause the tree 
to tail. At this critical moment one of the 
ladies took off her basquiue and skirt, cut 
them into strips, got shawls and other ar- 
ticles of clothing from the rest of the party, 
tied them together, fastened a stone to tbe 
rope thus formed, and let it down to Mr. 
Ruggles, who, taking hold of it, walked 
slowly up the bank. It was a moment of 
fearful suspense. The rope was held firm- 
ly by the ladies above, but it might untie 
or break, and a fail ol a hundred feet on ibe 
rocks below must be the inevitable result. 
\\ h< n Mr. Ruggles reached terra lirma, his 
fair rescuer, wno had shown such lemark- 
able presence of mind, fainted, and was 
taken home in an unconscious state.

So far from my being opposed to the name

age, but that I am freed from them. Long 
before the war, indeed, I had definitely 
made up my mind actively to advocate 
emancipation throughout the South. I had 
determined, if I could help it, my deeoend- 
nnte should never be subject to the humili- 
ation I have been subject to by the weak- 
ness if not the wickedness of slavery; and 
while I cannot recognize as lawful and hu- 
mane the violent and shocking mode in 
which it has been abolished, yet I accept 
tbe fact most beaitily aa an i ccomplisbed 
one, and am determined not only to abide 
by it an acquiesce in it, but to strive by all 
the means in my power to make it benefi- 
cent to both races and a blessing especially 
to our country. I unfeignedly rejoice at 
the fact, and am reconciled to many of tbe 
worst calamities of the war, because I am 
now con r- need that the war was a special 
provideuce of God, unavoidable by the na- 
tions at either extreme, to tear loose from 
us a black idol from which we could never

Sunday afternoon, Gifford Rrowu and 
Joseph March, both of this county, met at a 
singing school hela at Prairie Chapel, near 
Kansas, when the latter invited the former 
to lake a walk with Mm. Tbe invitation 
was accepted and the two left the crowd 
and went around into the rear of a corn- 
field, about a quarter of a mile from the 
meeting house. Soon after the discbarge of 
a pistol was heard in that direction, and 
March came running iu a very excited 
manner towards the meeting house, mount- 
ed his horse and dashed off. The bystand- 
ers rushed in the direction of where they 
heard the report of the pistol, to see what 
had happened. Ou arriving at the spot 
they found the lifeless body of Rrown lying 
weltering in his own blood.

death. This statement was corroborated 
by the fact that the knile was found lying 
open, as it fell from the hand of the dead 
man; a fresh notch was also observed in a 
rail. 

This scene at once accounted for March's 
excited manner and rapid flight. Pursuit 
was immediately given. The fugitive VM 
• based about ball a mile, when he was 
pushed so closely that he left his horse and 
look to a comheli. This was surrounded 
aud then the interior explored. The fugi- 
tive was soon found concealed in a pond 
about the center of the field, his head and 
shoulders only protruding from the water. 
He told his pursuers If they would not 
-ho >i he would give himself up, and Me 
cordingly did so, and was placed under 
guard.

Governor Sharkey's Militia The Letter 

of President Jobusou. 

The following is the letter of President 
Johnson to Governor Sharkey, of Missis- 
sippi, in regard to Slocum's recent order: 

It is believed there can be organized in 
each county a force ot citizen militia to 
preserve order and enforce the civil author- 
ities of the State and of the United States, 
which would enable the Federal Govern- 
ment to reduce 'he army, and withdraw, to 
a great extent, the forces from the State, 
thereby reducing the enormous expenses 
of the Government. 

If there was any danger from an organi- 
zation o! the citizens for the purpose indi- 
cated, the military are there to suppress, on 
the first appearance, any move insurrec- 
tionary iu its character. One great object 
i-i to enduce the people to come forward iu 
the defense of the State and the Federal 
Government. General Washington de- 
clared that the people, or the militia, was 
tbe arm of the Constitution, or the arm of 
the United States, and, as soon as it is prac- 
ticable, the original desigu of the Govem- 
mentshould be resumed under the principles 
of the great charter of freedom, handed 
down to the people by the founder of the 
Republic. The people must be trusted 
with their government, and If trusted, my 
opinion is, that they will act in good faith, 
and restore their former constitutional re- 
lations with all the States composing the 
Onion. The main object ot Major General 
Carl Schurz's mission to the South was to 
aid as much as prasticable, in carrying out 
the policy adopted by the Government for 
restoring" the States to their former relations 
with the Federal Government. It is hoped 
such aid has beeu given. The proclama- 
tion authorizing tbe restoration of State 
Government, requires the military to aid 
the Provisional Governor in the perform- 
ance of his duties as prescribed in the pro- 
clamation, and in no manner to interfere 
or throw impediments iu the way of the 
consummation of the object of his appoint- 
ment, at least without advising the Govern- 
ment of the intended interference.

We find the following in the Rochester 
(N. Y.I Union: 

A book will probably appear within a 
short time, giving the facts in the Ustorj 
of Dr. Kane, the Arctic navigator, which 
have hitherto been shrouded in mystery, li 
is true that he was for years engaged to 
Miss Margaret Fox, one of the young ladies 
who presented the phenomena of "spirit 
rapping." ' Dr. Kane fell iu love with the 
young girl while she was sitting as a pub- 
lic medium iu Philade'phia, in 1K.">2, when 
she was fifteen years of age. With her 
mother's consent he removed her from all 
association with the Spiritualists, and 
placed her in a private school near Phila- 
delphia, to remain during his absence iuthe 
Arctic regions. 

On his return in 1855, they were to have 

■ ii married; but the opposition of Dr. 
Kaue's family was such that Miss Fox re- 
leased him from bis engagement. He loved 
her, however, too well to live without her; 
and iu April, l?S5(j, the engagement was re- 
newed, with the understanding that it 
should be kept secret till the publication of 
Dr. Kane's great work should realize an in- 
dependence for him. In October, l&~>6, his 
physician having ordered Dr. Kane to Bng- 
land, he was secretly married to Miss Fox, 
and made his will, leaving $5000 to her iu a 
private trust to his brother. His lust letter 
was addressed to her. 

This legacy was not paid, and some in- 
jurious reports haviug been raised, Mrs. 
Kane's legal advisers urged a suit for a 
dower as the widow, and the publication of 
a memoir. Oue was prepared, embodying 
134 of Dr. Kane's letters, and Mr. Carfeton 
had it iu press, when tbe publication and 
suit were both stopped by a compromise 
with the brothers and executor of Dr. Kane; 
they agreeing to pay the lady the interest 
of the money left her, and a sum down to 
repay her expenses, provided she would 
discoutiue the suit in the Orphans' Court, 
Phila. elphia, and would seal up the letters, 
with the MS. memoir, and place them in 
the bands of a trustee, who would surren- 
der them to the Kaue family at her death. 

A bond was signed by the Kanes iu lSoli, 
for the observance of the terms they agreed 
to, Mrs. Kaue being permitted to reclaim 
her letter, &c, in the event of their failure 
to pay the quarterly installment of interest. 
This agreement was violated by their re- 
fusal to pay— first the sum promised for 
her expenses, then the quarterly install- 
ments, and in Juue last Mrs. Kane reclaim- 
ed her letters of the trustee. She is now at 
Liberty to publish the volume which is to 
establish her fair fame, and to show the 
world a singular example of faithful love, 
enduring through uukindness and calum- 
ny. The death of Mrs. Fox, Mrs. Kane's 
mother, has retarded the publication, but 
it will doubtless appear in good time.

The Richmond Bulletin, speaking of 
Stonewall Jackson, says: "Possibly 
prejudice may exist iu tbeir minds (those of 
loyal jteople) against General Jacksou— a 
prejudice growing out of the fact that he 
drew theswoid iu the late war against the 
United States."

EFFECTS OFKECESSION OK RIGHTS 
OF STATES. 

Democratic Conventions are everywhere 
resolving approval and support of the 
President's reconstauction plan. At the 
same time they resolve with equal explicit- 
the States lately in revolt have 
of their "rights," that they are 
to representation in Congress by 
of these rights, and to the regulation 
of their "domestic affairs." They deduce 
doctrines from the fact that secession 
, unconstitutional act, aud is 
ind void, now that it has 
de facto. The fifth and 
sixth resolutions of the Ohio ' 
follows: 

5. Resolved, That their ordinances of se- 
cession being void, the so-called seceded 
States are still in the Union as States, and 
are therefore entitled to all the reserved 
rights of the States, and to their due repre- 
sentation in Congress, and to vote at future 
■iMtfcOM for President and Vice President; 
and any attempt of the General Govern- 
ment, or any part thereof, to deprive them 
of these rights, would be an assault upon 
the rights of every State in the Union, and 
an effort to overthrow the Government or- 
dained by the Constitution. 

6. Resolved, That to ea^h State belongs 
the right to determine for itself the qualifi- 
cations of its electors, and the General Gov- 
ernment cannot, nor can any department 
thereof, interfere directly or indirectly with 
the exercise of this right, without a palpa- 
ble violation ol the Constitution, and of the 
reserved rights of the States.

And not 
invulnerable and inalienable character of only were they theorizing thus, but they 
these rights. And yet for certain bam- 
boozling purposes they nearly all express 
approval of a plan which fully implies, 
and partly expresses the complete forfeiture 
of the rights here enumerated, and the ne- 
cessity of havingthe powers involved in said 
rights, conceded as a free-will offering, an 
amnesty-gift to the inhabitants of the re- 
bellious section, as the first step in the re- 
storation of that section to its old place in 
the Union. The President in bis amnesty 
proclamation has very properly disfran- 
chised a certain class ol citizens, has under- 
taken to determine the "qualifications" of 
voters in the rebel States, and has interfer- 
ed very directly in the exercise of this 
"right" to vote. He has also interfered 
with the "reserved rights of States" in the 
little matter of regulating the "domestic 
system of labor," rather extensively than 
otherwise. 

He requires of late citizens in the reor- 
ganizing states, as preliminary to the most 
rudimentary exercise of citizenship, that 
they shall take a solemn oath to uphold the 
proclamation of emancipation, which 
sweeps off at a breath one of those "reserved 
rights" which has always been so precious 
in the eyes of the Democracy, and which 
that pa. ty has for two years, strenuously 
held to be wholly beyond the reach ot the 
Executive, whether in time of peaceor war. 
They have announced the entire unconsti- 
tutionality and impotence of the proclama- 
tion, with much profane emphasis. It is 
not contended that the amendment to the 
Constitution has yet been ratified by the re- 
quisite number of States to make it a part 
of the Constitution. Unless therefore the 
Proclamation abolishes slavery in the rebel 
States, it is not abolished. And to require 
the citizens to swear that it tv, is in that 
case something of an infringement on the 
reserved right aforesaid. 

President Johnson's plan of reconstruc- 
tion is based upon the assumption that the 
State governments have beeu swept away 
by the war. What is the significance 
otherwise, of Provisional Governors, and 
all the successive processes for forming a 
new State government? Butagain, so com- 
pletely demolished are the old State organ- 
izations, and so dependent are the people 
on executive clemency and concessions for 
the necessary power to form new ones, that 
important features in the new are dictated 
to them by that Executive. If such fac's 
comport with the unimpaired rights of 
States, we fail to see it. What, metaphysi- 
cally considered, the exact status of these 
States may be, whether they have cominit- 
ed suicide or not, or have become so much 
territory or not, is a more curious than 
practical question. President Lincoln hit 
the matter in its practical bearings when he 
said that if "they are not out of the Union, 
they are out of their proper relations to the 
Union." And therein consists the problem 
of their restoration to the Union. 

Something has to be done with them, some 
changes have to be wrought in their politi- 
cal condition before they can resume self- 
government or regain representation in the 
National Government. These changes are 
similar in kind, but greater in extent than 
those required for the conversion of a Ter- 
ritory into a State. They are indicated to 
the States by national authority, and na- 
tional authority will have to judge of their 
satisfactory completion. The present move- 
ment in the rebel States is one towards the 
ultimate acquisition of rights that have 
been confessedly forfeit. The people and 
their leaders so understand it. They are 
now exercising political privileges conceded 
to them, preliminary to putting themselves 
in an attitude for asking the full restora- 
tion of political rights, which they frankly 
admit are now lost. As States in the Union 
they will never again have rights until 
these are conferred by the National Gov- 
ernment. A right that has been forfeited 
is no longer inherent. It has to be restored 
by some competent authority before it can 
be again exercised. 

We see no reason why State rights fur- 
nish any exception to this principle. What 
is a State ? Is it the area enclosed within 
the State boundary lines? If so, let us 
quit talking about "rights" in this connec- 
tion. We know nothing of rights except 
as pertaining to sentient and responsible 
beings. A State then, is, politically speak- 
ing, composed of the inhabitants occupy- 
ing a certain definite area. The inhabi- 
tants of the revolted States by their rebel- 
lion forfeited their rights as citizens of the 
Republic. To deny this, is to condemn 
every step thus far taken by the President 
in restoring those States to the Union. And 
to approve the latter, is to affirm the for- 
mer. If these inhabitants, then, have no 
rights of citizenship but such as amnesty 
confers, by what juggle have the States 
which these people constitute retained un- 
blemished and unimpaired their rights, in 
a struggle that has proved so fatal to indi- 
vidual rights? It requires that subtlety 
which finds a warrant for human slavery 
in the American Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, which approves the acts of the Chief 
Magistrate, and condemns the principles 
upon which, and the agents by whom these 
acta are performed, to answer the question.

nals of Virginia, gives a distressing picture 
of the condition of the people of that un- 
happy State. Here is the Republic's state- 
ment: 

The poverty and sufferings of the people 
in Virginia, great enough already to melt 
ttM Mernest nature, bid fair to assume pro- 
portions of horror in theappraaching winter 
which it curdles the blood to contemplate. 
We speak from personal knowledge when 
we state that families once in ailluence.and 
which bear tne names of sumeof the best 
and wisest men of former days, have been 
dependent for support since the evacuation 
of Richmond on rations issued by the 
United States (Government. But lor the 
liberality of that Government, starvation- 
literal staivation— would have swept mul- 
titudes of our people from the face of the 
earth. Unfortunately, the Government, 
however hu ma ue its disposition, is unable 
to continue this assistance to the vast num- 
bers whom it has hitherto relieved. What 
those numbers are we cannot state with ac- 
curacy, but it is certain that they comprise 
a very large proportion of the population. 
Money is scarce; the means of subsistence 
are high; the wheat crop throughout the 
South is comparatively a failure, and 
though the corn crop is unusually tiue for 
the area cultivated, yet that area, owing to 
the obstructions to planting from various 
causes, is exceedingly limited. It make-. 
the heart bleed to think of the suflferiim- 
which, if some elUcient measures are not 
adopted for relief, may be the terrible lot of 
thousands of our people, when the rigors 
of winter shall aggravate the horrors ol the 
present destitution. 

Atlanta. 

Atlanta, says a Georgia correspondent, is 
rising, plucnii-lik", from her ashes. New 
buildings are being erected by Northern 
men, and large stocks of goods are being 
received daily. The Gate City Hotel— the 
only one of const quence in the city— is 
filled tooverflowing with strangers who pay 
lour dollars a day for "subsistence," and 
sleep either three in a bed or on the floor. 
The halls and rooms are covered with mat- 
tresses, aud here the poor victims have a 
chance to snatch a little rest ond sl<*.-p 1| 
the muequi'oes will U t them. Atlanta seems 
to be the great center of attraction for emi- 
grants from the North, Bad hundreds of 
them are flocking in daily, with no object ; 
in view but to look for a "location." Ground 
sells here for one-half more than it did be- 
fore the war. One piece of ground, upon 
which sUxxi a large hoU l, which was otter- 
ed, building and all, for fifty thousand dol- 
lars before the war, is now held by the own- 
er at eighty thousand dollars, with no build- 
ing, it having shared the fate of many oth- 
ers when Sherman paid his respects to the 
place. I think there is no doubt but it will 
be the metropolis of the seaboard States in 
a short time though it seems to me they are 
crowding it a little too last. Most of the 
buildings erected are upon leased groun i, 
aud per consequence, only temporary struc- 
tures. Should we remain here over to-mor- 
row I will tell you more of Atlanta after I 
have looked about.

Guerrillas on the XashTllIe Railroad- 
Train Attacked— Address by Gen. Flake 
i rcedmen In Tennessee. 

Nashvillk, Sept*>ml)er 11. — Last night 
the train which left Louisville at 6 p. m ., 
when within the limits of Davidson county 
this side of Edgefield Junction was attacked 
by a band of guerrillas, who fired into the 
train when passimr, but fortunately doing 
no damage, nor causing the train to halt. 
The marauders are believed to be from 
Sumner county, and doubtless in search of 
plunder. 

OMk Thomas will hereafter provide suffi- 
cient force to prevent any detention of rail- 
road trains, and to punish the robbers. A 
large force since the suppression of the re- 
bellion not having been thought necessary. 

Gen. Fiske, Assistant Commissioner ot 
the Freedmen's Bureau, addressed a large 
assi inbiage of former slave owners at 
Spring Hill on Saturday last, numbering 
over five hundred.

New York, Sept. 11. — The Commercial's 
Washington special says leading Republi- 
cans have gathered in that city to cousi*). 1 
their policy in the fall eh ctions and the 
new Congress. The difference of opinion 
is wide and excites an angry controversy. 
Thurlow Weed is playing a prominent pari. 
He warns the radicals that they will be ex- 
pelled from power if they attempt to furie 
their views upon the people. It is doubtful 
whether the conflicting elements can b<- 
harmonized. 

Senator Wilson, in behalf of the New 
England Republicans, seems to refuse all 
compromise. The majority in Congress 
will resist the admission of the Southern 
States, and eventually appeal to the people 
against President Johnson's policy.

Mobile and Ohio Railroad Open Its Entire 
Ueufrth-— - SteauierB— Cotton. 

Cairo, September IL — The Mobile and 
Ohio Railroad is open its entire length, and 
the mail for Mobile and intermediate points 
is forwarded to-day by a^uewly re-estab 

Columbus. 

Major General Grierson is here, bound 
South. 

The steamer General Bragg, known be- 
fore the war as the City 01 Mexico, left here 
to take her place in the line between New 
Orleans and Galveston. 

Seventeen hundred bales of cotton passed 
for Evansville and Cincinnati, three hun- 
dred and fifty for St. Lhuis, and three hun- 
dred were discharged here. 

The Memphis cotton market advanced 
from 38 to 4'h;. Receipts, 1465 bales. Ship- 
ments 1100. The stock on hand is estimated 
<i.")75 bales, new crop, which arrived from 
Vicksburg. The receipte are mainly of in- 
ferior grades, aud not much sought after. 

Gold Marker. 

New York, September 11. — The Commer- 
cial says: The supply of gold being heavily 
drawn upon by the demand for duties for 
the South, and for foreign export, it Is im- 
possible to say whether the Sub-Treasury 
is selling, secresy being observed in these 
operations. The most scrupulous mer- 
chants, in this secret management of the 
public business, cau form no opinion as to 
the probable movement* of the Treasury in 
the matter of selling gold, and therefore cau 
not judge as to the probable course of the 
premium. If the Government should sell 
fifteen millions of gold within the next 
sixty days, it is likely it would present a 
rise of five per cent, in premium; but who 
can say whether or not that will be the pol- 
icy of the Secretary of the Treasury. This 
uncertainty is very embarrassing to buy- 
ers ol gold and exchange, aud indeed to the 
mercantile community generally. The price 
was s eady to-day at 144%. 

From Wilmington, N. C— Correction In 
Gen. Ml e's Letter— Jacksonville, Fla 

Nkw York, Sept. 11. — The Wilmington 
Herald, of the "th, stptes that Maj. Gen 
Crook took command there on that day, 
vice Ames. 

The Richmond papers make an impor- 
tant correction in the reatling of Wise's 
letter to Gen. Grant. Instead of saying 
"long before the war indeed be had made 
up his mind to advocate emancipation," be 
said "long before the war ended." It thus 
appears that the war had produced the con- 
version. 

The Savannah Herald's Jacksonville, 
Fla., correspondent says that within the 
past month that city has improved greatly, 
and business is progressing. 

National Telegraphic Union. 

Chicauo, Sept. 11.— The National Tele- 
graphic Union met this morning in the 
Concert Hall of the Opera House. The 
Convention was called to order at 3 o'clock 
by President Hammond. Reports of the 
President, Treasurer aud Corresponding 
Secretary were received. After some other 
preliminary business the Convention ad- 
journed till to-morrow morning to await 
the arrival of several delegates now en 
route. All the Northern States are repre- 
sented in the Convention. 



MM Trial— Proceedings Yesterday— 
Testlmouy of Geu. Wilton. 

Washington, Sept. 11.— Mr. Baker asked 
that a message be dispatched for certain 
witnesses for the defense. The court deci- 
ded the question would bs decide-d by the 
production of affidavits from the prisoner 
as to what he expected to prove. Baker 
made exceptional remarks which involved 
the integrity of some of the witnesses and 
imputed unworthy motives. The court 
gave time to Baker to make good his asser- 
tion. 

Gen. Wilson testified the officer whom he 
sent to arrest Wirz was not authorized to 
promise him anything except he should 
not be killed or hanged on his way, and he 
believed that Maj. Noyes did prevent him 
being killed by his guards at Chattanooga. 

After the record of Saturday had been 
read, Mr. Baker brought to the attention of 
the Commission a matter in relation to wit- 
nesses tor the defense, which he thought it 
would be better to attend to. 

The Judge Advocate suggested to him 
that it might be a subject outside ot his own 
authority, aud therefore properly belonging 
to the Court. Some time before this trial 
commenced the gentleman who were acting 
for the prisoner as his counsel requested 
that several witnesses should be sent for, 
as defense in order to meet new points 
which had been brought up. Every effort 
will be made to give the prisouer a fair 
chance lor bis defense. 

Judge Advocate Chipman requested a 
portion of the remarks of counsel reflect- 
ing upon him ai.d his associate, Maj. Hoa- 
mer, db read. 

Mr. B. said he would not have the Judge 
Advocate rest under a wrong impression. 

The official reporter then read them. 

The Judge Advocate said the language 
was improper. 

The Indian Couucil at Fort Smith. 

Fort Smith, Ark., September 8.— Judge 
Cooley read au address to the Indians in 
council to-day, which was responded to by 
the Cherokees to the effect that they had no 
power to treat, but would refer any propo- 
tion the Government would make to their 
national council. Responses from other 
tribes of a similar character were made. 
The Indians now here only represent the 
minority. These expected those who went 
with the South will be here in a day or two, 
when it is expected that amicable arrange- 
ments will be made between themselves, as 
well as the Government. Definite plans 
will be proposed to-morrow, for which de- 
cided answers will be demanded. 

The time of the Indian council yesterdaj' 
was taken up in reading the stipulations to 
be imposed by the Government upon all 
trines in the Southwest. The stipulations 
propose a grand consolidatian of all tribes 
mto one n ttion, the territory of which shall 
be the present Indian territory, and such 
other as the Government may decide upon; 
the tribes now living in Kansas to be re- 
moved South; ihe Southwest tribes will be 
expected to compel the Indians of the plains 
to observe the treaties. The Indians now 
here say they understood they were called 
to meet the late rebel tribes and renew 
friendly relations with them, and not to 
make new treaties, which they say they are 
now doing, and unauthorized to tlo. None 
but loyal tribes are now here, but others 
are expected soon. Replies were made to- 
day by the delegations present to the pro- 
positions presented them yesterday. All 
speak favorably of the policy of the Gov- 
ernment aud the renewal of friendly rela- 
tions. Many promise their aid in bringing 
hostile Indians to

The River was falling yesterday, with I 
feel 7 inches water in the canal iu the even- 
ing by the mark. During the previous 24 
hours it had receded fully 4 inches at the 
head of the falls, and one foot at Portland. 
The weather was very warm all day, the 
thermometer gradually rising to 90 in the 
shade, threatening rain iu the eveuiug. 

On the falls there were fully Z X A feet water 
in the pass down the Indian chute, and the 
American and other boats bound South de- 
scended the chute. 

At Cincinnati Sunday, as we learn from 
the officers ot the mail boat, the river was 
slowly falling. The dispatches from that 
point at noon yesterday reported the river 
as having fallen 7 inches, with very warm 
weather. 

No report from Pittsburg as usual. 

Capt. Akin, of the Pink Varble, was in 
receipt of a dispatch from Burksville, on 
the upper waters of the Cumberland, re- 
porting the river as having risen six feet. 
That is a "head rise," and the river may be 
expected to rise at Nashville to-day. 

A dispatch was received from Nashville 
yesterday morning reporting only 17iuc .es 
water on Harpeth Shoals. 

The Pink Varble commenced loading 
with Government freight for Nashville yes- 
terday. She is not yet lully laden, but can 
take a few tons of private freight to-day. 

By special dispatch to O. Montcalm <fe Co. 
the agents, we learn that the R. L. Wood- 
ward from the Tennessee river, passed Ev- 
ansville yesterday. She is due this even- 
ing, and will have dispatch for a return 
trip. 

The Golden Eagle, for Memphis, descend- 
ed the falls yesterday with a light load. 

A suspension bridge is in course of con- 
struction over the Ohio at Cincinnati, which 
will naturally cause a suspension of navi- 
gation three-fourths of the time. It may 
be good for Cincinnati but damaging to 
steamboats. 

Cincinnati, with an eye to business, has 
two dry docks built, and they talk of a 
third since the bridge is fairly under way. 
It is just the thing to call dry docks iuto 
use. 

Now that the bridge is being built, the 
boats are preparing to leave Cincinnati, in- 
cluding the Guidon, J. R. Gilmore, J. D. 
Hi ne, Montgomery and Alex. Speer, all ad- 
vertised for Southern ports. 

The T. J. Pickett, from the Kanawha, 
has arrived at Cincinnati with a lot of oil, 
and s'raw. She reports that stream low, 
and falling. 

The Silver Cloud No. 2, Emma Floyd, 
Marmora, and Kate Putnam were loading 
for St. Louis. 

The Cincinnati Gazette of yesterday has 
the following: 

"One-half the Guidon Sold.— One- 
half of the steamer Guidon was sold, Satur- 
day, by Capt. J. W. Batchelor and others, 
to Dan. Able, of Memphis, at the rate of 
thirtv thousand dollars for the boat. She 
will leave for Memphis on Tuesday. 

Increase of Rates fob New Orleans.
